At a meeting of representative men held 
at Philadelphia on Wednesday last to protest 
in the interest of the publishing and paper trades 
against, the proposed changes in the tariff the 
following resolutions were adopted: 

Resolved, That the fundamental idea of this bill, 
that of the indiscriminate advance of the duties on 
the raw materials of manufacture and the mechanic 
art and the reduction of the duties on the finished 
product, is impolitic, unjust, and unstatesmanlike, 
and in the strongest manner to be condemned. 

Resolved, That, judging the proposed tariff bill by 
its provisions, we should be justified in the inference 
that it had been expressly drawn for the benefit of 
the manufacturer and the operative of Europe. 

Resolved, That the intention of the bill to increase 
the foreign commerce of the United States must fail 
because, while destroying industries, the 
masses will not have the ability to purchase foreign 
goods if deprived of employment at home. 

Resolved, That however much the committee may 
deserve the gratitude of those not engaged in indus- 
trial occupations, to whose incomes it proposes to 
give greater purchasing power, it will meet with the 
just condemnation of the millions, whose wages must 
fall to the level of Europe and Asia if this bill be 
comes a law. 

Resolved, That we ask every manufacturer, 
chanic, and, in fact, every man who wins his bread 
by his own industry, to unite with us in our condem-

The meeting was addressed by several gentle 
men, among them Henry Carey Baird; R. 5S. 
Menamin, the chairman; Thomas MacKellar, and 
Bloomfield H. Moore. The remarks of Mr. 
Moore were regarded as embodying the senti 
ment of the meeting, and among other things 
he said: ‘‘With regard to the paper manufact- 
uring interest, for which I speak, no arguments 
are needed to prove the ruinous effect of this 
proposed measure.

Improvement Wood for 


A patent has been secured by John Henry 
Burghardt, of Stockbridge, for an im 
provement in grinding wood for paper-pulp, as 
herewith illustrated. 

The invention relates to machinery

to convert it into a suitable form for use in the 
manufacture of paper.

reports of the committee appointed December 
14. This committee, which was composed of the 
following gentlemen, Geo. L. Pease, Chairman; 
Bowles Colgate, Wm. K. Evans, Wm. H. Par- 
sons, H. W. Curtis, and E. C. Rogers, reports as 
follows: The first step of the committee was to 
secure the selection of 8. B. Welch as temporary 
assignee, and Mr. Welch was appointed regular 
assignee at the meeting on January 10, at San 
Francisco. When Hodge & Co.’s schedule 
reached this city an examination showed on | 
item of $85,000, which purported to be owing to 
New York parties. This item did not appear on 
the San Francisco books at all. The committee 
telegraphed Mr. Hodge that his presence was 
necessary here, and he immediately came on. 
Upon his arrival Mr. Hodge informed the com- 
mittee that the $85,000 originated in outside 
transactions, and that the business never re- 
ceived any benefit from it whatever; that it had 
been running for years, paying 15 per cent. in- 
terest, and that it had accumulated gradually 
till capital and interest had reached the sum 
named. Mr. Hodge stated that two years ago he | 
might have had $40,000 surplus capital, and 
claims to have lost in the past two years $60,000, 
the cause of which loss he was unable to explain. 
The committee called attention a few 
figures connected with ~~ business during the 
years 1873, 74, °75, and "7 The San Francisco 
partner had pele n out » AP these four years 
$28,000, and Mr. Hodge $56,000, a total of $84,000. 
During two years of these four they claim to 
have made $44,500, and to have lost $60,000 dur- 
ing the other two years. In the face of this 
heavy loss, and knowing*that his capital was 
wiped out, Mr. Hodge drew for his own and fam- 
ily’s use during the eleven months ended at the 
date of his failure, in New York and San Fran- 
cisco, $15,000, and failed to give the committee 
any satisfactory statement as to how he had | 
spent it. The sales of the concern for the year 
1874 were $420,000, and the expenses outside of 
all personal and New York interest accounts, 
were $84,000, or 20 per on the total busi- 
ness. The judgment of the committee was that | 
the business of Hodge & Co. had been transacted 
in a very reckless and extravagant manner, and 
in view of these facts the committee refused to 
recommend the acceptance of the proposition 
offered Fifty cents on the dollar; 
payable six months, 7\¢ twelve | 
months, months, 5 twenty-four 
months, 10 thirty months and 10 thirty-six | 
months, without interest or security. The com- 
mittee also reported that, in their judgment, the 
estate can be closed out at once and realize more 
than fifty cents in cash. The report having been 
read, it was adopted, and the present committee 
was retained and instructed to take such action 
as it might deem proper to close out the estate 
atanearly day. The vote on this measure was | 
unanimous, and those present signed the neces- 
sary papers giving the committee full power to | 
act. The committee held a meeting at once, and is 
now negotiating with several parties toward 
selling the entire assets. The committee will be 
represented at the regular meeting in San Fran 
cisco on the 18th inst., and will defeat any meas
